Negotiations Are 
Resumed Today on 
Suspending Tests

GENEVA (AP)—The three-pow- 


er nuclear negotiations resume 
today amid prospects that a final 
decision on suspending the testing 
of atomic and hydrogen weapon 
tests will be taken at a summit 
meeting. 
- Sir David Orrasby-Gore, British 
representative for the talks with 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union, said he considered it likely 
that Prime'Minister Harold Mac- 
millan, President Eisenhower and 
Premier NiMta Khrushchev would 
deal with final aspects of a test 
ban treaty if they meet this sum- 
mer. 


There were still two big quali- 


fications, however. 


The Western powers want ihe 


Big Four foreign ministers con- 
ference on Germany to make 
some progress, particularly with 
regard to the Berlin crisis, before 
committing themselves to a sum- 
mit session. 


Also, the negotiators in the atom 


talks must make more headway 
before the nuclear problem is in 
•hap* ior a final decision at the 
top level. 


The talks began last Oct. 31, 
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By JOHN M. HKiHTOWER 
GENEVA (AP)—The Soviet Un- 


ion today appeared trying to side- 
track Big Four negotiations on the 
Berlin crisis by driving directly 
for an agreement to hold a sum- 
mit meeting. Western officials in- 
sist Berlin .comes first. 


Secret exchanges were to re- 


sume today as the foreign min- 
isters began their fifth week of 
negotiation. An American inform- 
ant said the talks still hinge on 
the Soviet threat to Berlin, which 
has hamstrung the parley from 
the start. 


The apparent Soviet strategy 


lor the final stage of the confer- 
ence emerged in statements by 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev and a 
spokesman for the Communist 
East G e r m a n regime. They 
seemed to rule out any radically 
different Instructions to Soviet 
Foreign Minister A n d r e i Gro- 
myko. 


Khrushchev said In Budapest 


before returning- to Moscow that 
East-West- accords "undoubtedly 
will be reached at the summit'" 
even if no agreement is achieved 
by the foreign ministers. 


The Soviet premier displayed 


confidence a summit meeting will 
materialize by advising the gov- 
ernments of Finland, Denmark, 
Sweden and Norway that he may 
have to postpone the Scandinavian 
tour he is scheduled to make in 
August. 


Stefan Heymann, chief informa- 


tion officer of the East German 
government, told a group of West- 
ern newsmen flown to East Ber- 
lin from Geneva that the issues 
of Berlin and Germany "can only 
be solved at the summit." 


It was the threat of a new 


blockade cutting traffic to the 
isolated city that made the Berlin 
crisis acute last year and forced 
the calling of the foreign min- 
isters' conference in an effort to 
avoid a military showdown. 


U.S. Secretary of State Christian 


A. Herter, Britain's Selwyn Lloyd 
and France's Maurice Couve de 
Murville seem to have run out of 
fresh ideas to propose to the So- 
viets. Gromyko hasn't come up 
with anything acceptable to the 
West.

The PSEA is sponsoring legisla- 


tion that would increase minimum 
annual salaries to 54,500 for the 
77.000 teachers in the state. The 
present minimum required by law 
is $3,600 a year. 


A new teacher just out of col- 


lege receives automatic pay boosts 
of $200 a year until her salary 
reaches $5 000. Beyond that, there 
is no legal compulsion to boost 
her salary although some dis- 
tricts have been granting merit 
increases. 


The far-reaching PSEA measure 


would give a new teacher $4,500 
a year to start and nine automatic 
increases of $300 a ear until her 
salary would reach $7,200. Teach- 
! ers with a master-s or doctor's 


degree would get more. So would 
principals and superintendents. 


The cost in the next two years 


for that bill would be 66 million 
dollars. 


According to school directors, 


the 1961-63 cost would jump 140 
millions more and for 1963-65, 200 
millions again. 


The school directors claim, if 


their disthicts directors claim, if 
vent should the PSEA bill become 
law, it Miould eventually mean a 
state subsidy based on $14,500 for 
each teaching unit (30 elementary 
pupils, 22 high school students). 


The school directors are asking 


a state subsidy base on 59,000 just 
to keep up with the present law 
which fixes a base of $5,800 


Prospects for enactment of the 


PSEA legislation are dim. Chair- 
man Paul L. Wagner (R-Schuyl- 
kill) of the Senate Education Com- 
mittee says the cost is beyond 
what the Legislature can afford. 


"At this moment," he adds, "the 


harassed Legislature sHbws little 
disposition to pass such a bill." 


But the PSEA contends that a 


teacher, entrusted with the deli- 
cate and important task of train- 
ing and shaping the mind of 
school tods in the state, should be 
paid at least the salary of other 
professionals. 


The Pottsville Republican re- 


cently published in a column re- 
calling events of 99 years ago: 


"The Pottsville school board re- 


elected all 26 teachers in the 
borough last week. Teachers work 
10 months but are paid on a 12- 
month basis. Total teachers' pay- 
roll: $7,822 annually (topped by 
Supt J. P. Sherman's $800)."

GAVIN GRATEFUL 


In -a telephone conversation to The Times- 


Mirror over the weekend, Congressman Leon H. 
Gavin hailed the restoration of the $1,400,000

Pennsylvania's ranking Republican on the Appro- 
priations Committee, who introduced an amend- 
ment earmarking the $1,400,000 for the contro- 
versial project in the omnibus appropriation bill 
for flood contrql and navigation projects. In ap- 
proving the amendment the House nullified a di- 
rective by the Appropriations Committee chan- 
neling the unused fund to other projects since a 
new engineering study is to be made of the flood 
control resedvoir. Others mentioned by 'the Con- 
gressmen as having contributed support to the 
move were Rep. John S. Moorhead, Pittsburgh 
Democrat; Louis C. Rabault, Democrat, Michigan;

Air Academy's Schedule 
Is Among Stiffest in Nation

WASHINGTON— (NEA)—U.S. Air Force Academy at Colorado' 


Springs, Colo., which has graduated its first class of 207 cadets, 
has set a. unique academic record for a military service school. 


What is not generally realized is that this is not an advanced 


flying school to turn out command pilots. It is primarily a liberal 
arts college. It is intended to give broad, undergraduate education 
that \vill equip men for advanced training and specialization later 
on. When they get their postgraduate courses under their helmets, 
its alumni should be ready to take positions as space age leaders. 


The important point here is that in today's general hullabaloo 


to train more scientists to catch up with or keep ahead of the 
Russians, the first step is to turn out more college graduates quali- 
fied for advanced study. 


THIS IS WHY the first class of Air Force Academy is being 


graduated as second lieutenant navigators with a bachelor of science 
degree. Any who want to be pilots—and 187 of them do—will have 
to go through flying school. They'll have to earn their -wings the 
hard way, just like the graduates of any other college in the country. 


Air Force Academy graduates will have the advantage of having 


taken their undergraduate work in an air age atmosphere. But the 
amount of actual aviation training they receive is limited. 


During his four years at Colorado Springs, the cadet will get 


about 600 actual hours of classroom instruction in navigation. But 
he will get only 170 hours in the air. Two weeks are spent at an 
Air Force primary pilot training school with eight hours, in the air 
in dual-control jet trainers. This in no sense makes a finished pilot. 


THE ACADEMY'S Congressional Board of Visitors has recom- 


mended that an airfield for basic flying training be built at the 
site. But the Academy—v.hich was to cost 125 million dollars 
when it v.-as authorized five years ago—has already cost nearly 
200 million. And it will cost 300 million if they build in all the frills. 


So .the emphasis today is still on sound, liberal arts training. 


Of the 183 semester-hour credits required lor graduation, only 48 
are in military subjects. This is six hours the freshman year, 
14 sophomore, 10 junior and 18 senior. This is known as -'airman- 
ship" training 


The 135 semester-hour credits in liberal arts courses required 


for graduation are a lot stiffer than the 120 credits required at 
most colleges. 


One reason is that Air Academy cadets go to college 11 months 


of the year, instead of the usual eight. The cadet's day begins at 
5:55 a m. and keeps him busy right through. He must be in his 
•*oom at 7:15 p.m. ior study, with lights out at 10:15. 


THE REGULAR CURRICULUM includes 40 semester-hours in 


the humanities—heavy on English and public speaking, literature, 
philosophy and one 10-hour concentrated course in one foreign 
language the senior year. 


There are 25 hours in the social sciences—economics, geography, 


law and political science. Topping it off are 70 hours in math and 
the sciences — chemistry, mechanics, thermodynamics, electrical 
engineering, astronautics and aerodynamics ihe senior year. 


The instruction is possibly the most expensive in the country. 


The operating budget for next year is 16 million dollars. With 
1,071 cadets enrolled this past year, that would make an average 
of over $15,000 for each cpdet. 


But by 1962 the Academy exppcts lo have 2,400 student? with-a 


faculty of 330. This ratio of one instructor lor every seven students 
if jprobibly ^without equal.

Chris- 
tine had already been in an oxy- 
gen tent at that time for two 
days and was baptised in "the 
oxygen tent. She woke up when 
her mother arrived and was 
conscious while being baptised. 
Christine knew she was being 
baptized, but thought the whole 
thing was kind of peculiar. I 
guess It didn't make much sense 
to her and of course she didn't 
know how close' to death she 
was. Needless to say, the bap- 
tism was a very sad thing. 


Poor Christine is going- to be 


like a balloon before very long. 
One of her medications is corti- 
sone and it makes the kids 
blow up all out of proportion.

Eventually, aji production in- 
creases, my job will become all 
test flying. We are presently 
turning out three airplanes per 
week and hope to step up to 
two per day this summer.

"Christine will live in Denver 


with my mother and brother, 
George, where they reside at 
2296 South Knox Court. She is 
close to the hospital there and 
will have the constant care and 
attention of my mother. She 
will need constant watching as 
she must be taken to the hos- 
pital immediately at the slight- 
est sign of a sore throat or any 
other illness. She will always be 
subject to recurring attacks of 
rheumatic fever and if she gets 
strep throat the door is wide 
open to another attack.

NEW YORK CAP)—In all the 


guessing about whether there'll be 
a steel strike this summer one 
question sticks out: 


How long before the innocent 


bystanders.would be hurt? 


Just how much stock steel users 


have been able to pile up is ^de- 
batable 
Some observers think 


that almost all have enough- to 
keep going for 
two or three 


months without furtlier deliveries. 
Others think that many compan- 
ies, particularly the smaller ones, 
would have to close down after a 
few weeks. 


Some industries 
serving 
the 


steel miUs would be quickly' af- 
fected. Example- railroads that 
carry coal and ore to the furnaces 
and tote steel products to users. 
Another- Coal mines that supply 
steel mills (ore mines usually arc 
involved directly in any steel 
strike). 


Steel users have been busy for 


months building up stocks. Steel 
mills have been running at near 
•capacity to supply the demand. 


European steel f i r m s -have 


stepped up exports-to this country 
and expect to profit handily if a 
strike is called and shortages de- 
velop. England recently cut steel 
prices a little, which could act as 
a come-on. And the St. Lawrence 


Seaway has carried a lot of for- 
eign steel into mid-Amsrica. 


But many would-be builders of 


steel inventories have_found that 
as a result of the pickup in busi- 
ness activities they were using 
more of it than they had 
pated So their stock piles 
as high, as planned. 


Some small users of steel —-5-. 


found that, as the poorer custorri£i 
ers, they ha\e been put at* the 
end of the list on steel mill order 
books- and have built up little in- 
ventory. They could be in the 
-fix after, a strike, if one develops. 
To start up ,again, small users 
might have to w ant longer ior del- 
ivereiss. 


To find out just what uie^situa.^ 


tion might be, "the Research-Jnstt! 
tute of America Inc , a fact-finding, 
agency for industry, asked ;jlts 
members in the metalv.-orkin£ 
fields how long they could kee"p 
going ,if s^eel deliveries halted 
July. 1 because of a work ^top- 
page. From about 300 .replies the 
institute reports small companies 
would feel strike effects 
first. 


Nearly half of these say they'd be 
out of steel after eight weeks. 


The real pinch. may come in 


special types of steel. 


Only half of all companies using 


structural, shapes and heavy plate 
have, more than eight weeks sup- 
ply.

ment. But-there is a long history 
of congressional agitation about 
military brass going irito private 
industry which does business with 
the government. 


When Sen. Gerald Nye,- a North 


Dakota Republican, conducted hi& 
historic investigation into muni- 
tions-making back in the 1930s, it 
was brought out that retired mili- 
tary brass had big jobs in that in- 
dustry. 


There is a difference between 


fee Nye inquiry and the one to be 
made by Hebert. 


The former had its roots in 


American pacificism and neutral- 
ism—this country was isolationist 
then—and the munitions makers 
were accused of getting fat by fo- 
menting 
conflicts 
around' the 


world. 


There Is no.dispute now. about 


American needs tor heavy arma- 
ment. The American economy is 
so tightly linked with defense pro- 
duction-that a sudden decision to 
reduce 
armaments 
drastically 


might throw the country into de- 
pression. 


The Hebert investigation will ex- 


amine not only the spies of retired 
officers in firms dealing with the 
government It also will want to 
know how the. military equipment 
makers go about competing, with 
one another to sell their products 
to the government. Meaning, how 
they try to influence .decisions in 
their own favor. 


President Eisenhower, asked at 


his news conference last Wednes- 
day about the role of the muni- 
tions makers in American" defense 
purchases, said: "Obviously some- 
thing besides the strict military 
needs of the country .are (influenc- 
ing) decisions. '

Ivor D. Fenton and other 
lepublican and Democratic stal- 
warts, agreed to freeze the fund 
of $1,400,000 allocated for construc- 
ion in an amendment to the House 
Appropriations Committee direc- 
ive—nullifying a move which 
vould have permitted diversion of 
the fund to other projects.

phoned by Congressman Gavin to

mints. "We have won another 
round," he said jubilantly, advis- 
ing that the roll call on the voice 
vote is scheduled for tomorrow. 
At the same time he predicted ac- 
ion by the Supreme Court Court 
today or next Monday. 


The Associated Press dispatch 


regarding the action in the House 
Friday follows: 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Rep. Ivor 


D. Fenton (R-Pa; has won, at 
least the first round, in his battle 
to keep a $1,400,000 appropriation 
in the fund earmarked for con- 
struction of the proposed dam al 
Kinzua, Pa. 


The House, in voting on an 


amendment introduced by Fenton, 
tentatively agreed Friday to keep 
the appropriation in reserve for 
construction of the 313 million dol- 
lar flood" control project on the 
Allegheny River. 


Fenton's amendment was tack- 


ed on to an omnibus appropriation 
bill for flood control and naviga- 
tion projects. The House is ex- 
pected to take a roll call vote on 
the bill Tuesday. 


The $1,400,000 is the remainder 


of two million dollars appropriat- 
ed to get construction under way 
at the dam site. Work, however, 
has been halted pending the out- 
come of litigation initiated by New 
York's Seneca Indians who seek 
to stop the project. 


The House, in approving the 


amendment, nullified a directive 
issued by its appropriations com- 
mittee. The directive would have 
channeled the unused^ fund to 
other projects since a new en- 
gineering study is to be made of 
the proposed project. 


Fenton, Pennsylvania's ranking 


Republican on the Appropriations 
Committee, told the House the 
subcommittee never had recom- 
mended taking away the unused 
fund from the Kinzua project 
Committee Chairman Clarence 
Cannon (D-Mo) contended it was 
the intent of the sub committee 
to dispose of the money elsewhere. 


On a suggestion by Rep. John 


Taber-tR-NY), Fenton's amend- 
ment was changed to stipulate 
that the $1,400,000 be frozen until 
the Supreme Court rules on litiga- 
tion over th,e proposed dam and 
until the new engineering study is 
completed. - 


Rep. William Moorhead, a Pitts- 


burgh Democrat, said that al- 
though Pennsylvania has been 
waiting since the devastating 
floods ol 1936 to get the dam, it 
would be willing to undergo "an- 
other six months delay" to keep 
the unused fund available for im- 
mediate use should the legal con- 
troversy end. 


The Seneca Indians icek the In- 


junction to halt construction of the 
dam because it would flood some 
9,000 acres of their reservation. 


The Supreme Court is expected 


to decide soon whether to hear an 
appeal by the Senecas.

A, fine looking, friendly man arose before, an emotionally 


tense caucus early in my career in Harrisburg. Tempera 
were -flaring higher and higher—to a pitch known only 
when tax measure* were being considered. 


This man spoke quietly .to the caucus in a vein of 


understanding, persuasive reasonableness. "And" he spoke in 
words that added up to clear common sense. 
"He never 


raised His voice, but soon he had the* close attention of 
all, and presently he had won most of the caucus members 
to his view. He resolved one of the Important angles of 
our tax program which had been troubling our party 
group in the House of Representatives. 


In these caucuses, I generally sat beside him. Just as 


members in their first term or two are prone to react to 
questions under discussion, I would say to him, impatiently: 
"Why 
in -the world don't we do so-and-so?" And he would 


tactfully say: "Well Kep, you've got a point, but maybe 
you've not fully considered such-and-such." 


Of course, this was precisely what I had not done. 
Fortunately through the years, -I was able to benefit 


In association with this warm-hearted, .human man whose 
talent for insight and rare sense of the practical was 
coupled with- long legislative experience. As he advanced 
to within the top bracket of our party's House-leadership, 
increasingly -he became the friendly counselor of many 
fellow members. 
He did , much toward bringing happy 


endings to more than a few festering spots infected with 
virulent germs of human differences and colliding ambi- 
tions 


Above all, he had bigness, especially in his view of 


people and their doings. To this I can testify feelingly. 


I am thinking of that embarrassing occasion when 


through my own inadvertence he signed and co-sponsored 
the wrong bill. Not intended for him, it had nevertheless 
strayed among several others which we both were actually 
co-sponsoring at the time. 


It remained for the Harrisburg daily newspapers to 


make known to us by all-too-promment news items that 
we had jointly introduced a bill to place time-clocks into 
all state-government o;ffices. 
I had introduced the meas- 


ure, 
presumably the sole sponsor! to emphasize the en- 


tirely Inadequate job of fact-Anding which lay behind a 
mending reorganization of the state government. 


Ironically, within an hour he was due to make a talk 


before a large group of state employees, who certainly 
would not. take kindly to the idea of tune-clocks. 
Here 


Indeedx was a situation to tax the patience of a saint. A 


, good show of temper was surely justified. 
But the-humor 


of situation marked his only reaction. 
H» talked to the 


state employees and had them, laughing with nim. 


Through the years wo both repeatedly have had good 


laughs over this absurd mix-up. 
And he will be laugh- 


ing if he is able to know what I am writing, for he has 
gone.
